COOLIDGE WELCOMES 
DELEGATES TO CITY 


Bishop Bans Pulpit Politics 
and Intolerance; Divorce 
Report Drafted. 


President Coolidge, politics and the 
church, the divorce problem and elec- 
tion of the Rev. Ze Barney Phillips, 
rector of the Church of the Epiphany, 
as president of the house of deputies, 
took up the time of the more than 
20,000 Episcopalians, or groups of them. 
yesterday as they opened and proceed- 
ed with the church’s triennial general 
convention. 

The President greeted the convention 
in behalf of the Nation and delivered 
a brief address at inaugural services 
yesterday morning in the open air 
theater of Washington Cathedral Close 
at Mount St. Alban. 

Keep the pulpit free of politics and 
Steer clear of intolerance, the Right 
Rev. Charles Palmerston Anderson, 
bishop of Chicago, declared in sub- 
Stance at the same services, sounding 
the convention keynote. 

Bishop Herman Page. of Michigan. 
and his committee of twenty, named 
at New Orleans three years ago. met 
last night to discuss the question of 
divorce and go over the report they 
will make on the same to the general 
convention while in session here. In- 
dications are that any suggested 
changes in the existing strict divorce 
rules of the church will provoke vigor- 
ous debate and controversy on the con- 
vention floor. 

An outstanding event in connection 
with the convention today is tooked 
for when more than 2,500 women -pil- 
grimis make their way to Mount St. 
Alban at an early morning hour to 
place a thanks offering expected to 
total more than $1,000,000 on the yold- 
en alms basin at the Washington Ca- 
thedral. The largest single contribu- 
tion of the year, this offering wili be 
used entirely for missionary work, and 
largely for financing the work of women 
missionaries. 

Dr. Phillips’ election to the ovresi- 
dency of the house of deputies came 
on the third ballot late yesterday Five 
active candidates were lined up against 
him Selection of the Washington man, 
who is chaplain of the United States 
Senate, was regarded as a compromise 
between two schools of theological 
thought, Dr. Phillips being classified 
as a liberal evangelical leader. 

Mingling with the huge throng in 
attendance at the opening at Mount 
St. Alban proved too much, it was 
learned later, for fifteen persons. This 
number were reported to have fainted. 
but were given first aid at the grounds. 
One woman who sustained a sprained 
ankle had to be carried away, it was 
said.

The President’s address 
was brief but impressive. He gave a 
cordial welcome to the delegates and 
expressed the opinion early in his 
speech that “the major forces of the 
world are actively and energetically en- 
gaged in promoting the spiritual ad- 
vancement of humanity.” The Presi- 
dent pointed out that “The greatest 
service that we can possibly perform 
for the world is to perfect our own 
moral progress.” He spoke of the need 
for more educational facilities.

hours this afternoon it looked as if the 
walk-out might be short lived, for L. R 
Gwyn, vice president of the express 
company. announced receipt ot a tele- 
gram from Harrison declaring that the 
men’s action was unauthorized and that 
the president of the brotherhood had 
issued instructions for them to return 
to work immediately pending adjust- 
ment of any differences with the com- 
pany. 

Officials of the local union of the 
brotherhood, - nowever, said the em- 
ployes had declined to obey the presi- 
dent’s instructions ana would remain 
on strike, It was then learned that Mr. 
Harrison, who was in Cincinnati, would 


come here tomvorrow to take charge of 
the situation. The striking employes in- 
ciude clerks, drivers and loaders 

Robert Morgan, vice president of the 
brotherhood, said the strike was 
prompted by the company’s refusal to 
recognize .accredited representatives of 
the employes here. 

Gwyn said there was no question 
pending between the company and the 
union that could not be handied under 
the railway labor act. He revealed that 
negotiations had been in progress up 
t> last Monday on a $3 weekly increase 
asked by the men, and that a meeting 
of company and union officials had ad- 
journed without reaching an agreement.

Alexander V. Turin Dies While Calling on Woman in 
New York—Fatalities Now Total Thirty-——Grand 
Jury Begins Investigation. 


New York, Oct. 10 (A.P.).—A man 
described as Prince Alexander V. Turin, 
of Russia, died suddenly today under 
circumstances which led aythorities to 
begin an investigation to determine 
whether he was a victim of poison al- 
cohol, which has claimed more than 
30 lives during the past few days. 

Turin died while visiting the River- 
side drive home of Mrs. Sparska Rod- 
koff. He was seated in a chair when he 
complained of. feeling ill, and fell to 
the floor. He was dead when an ani- 
bulance surgeon arrived. 

Mrs. Rodkoff said that Turin’s death 
followed a luncheon at which he drank 
a cocktail and several glasses of 
whisky. Dr, Charles Norris, chief med- 
ical. examiner, ordered the body re- 
moved to the morgue for an autopsy, 

Mrs. Rodkoff told police Turin was 
a prince. An immigration identifica- 
tion card showed the man arrived in 
this country July 27. 

When Turin arrived on a previous 


visit May 12, he said he was interested

Two Other Speeches, 


It announced officially 
that Gov.

not yield. He is convinced that he 
can pass the time in Virginia, North 
Carolina and Tennessee to better ad- 
vantage mingling with the voters and 
conferring with party leaders than by 
making speeches. Furthermore, he de- 
sires to conserve his energy for the 
closing days of the campaign, when he 
believes his radio audiences will be 
more intent on what he has to say 


Not. Worrled Over South. 


The Louisville speech will be broad- 
cast through a nation-wide hook-up 
of radio stations, which will make it 
available to all voters who are eager to 
hear the message that he will bring 
to the border States and the States 
south of the Mason and Dixon line. 

Gov. Smith does not share the trepi- 
dation of some of the party leaders 
about the Democratic States of the 
South. He has received advices from 
sources in which he has confidence 
that .they will remain loyal to their 
Democratic traditions this year, not- 
withstanding the bitter fight that is 
being waged against him by certain 
elements in that section. With a few 
exceptions, such as Senator Furnifold 
M. Simmons, of North Carolina, every 
Southern leader is on the stump for 
the national ticket, and the newspapers 
are supporting him loyally. 

Reports received from Richmond to- 
day indicate that a big demonstration 
is to be ‘staged there in Gov. Smith's 
honor tomorrow morning. The governor 
is to be driven from the train to the 
State capital, where he will be wel- 
comed officially to Virginia by Gov. 
Harry Byrd. Efforts will be miade to 
have him make a brief speech at the 
capital to the assembled crowd, The 


'governor may find it necessary to de- 


part from his policy of no speeches, 
though his speech, if any, will be 
limited to a brief acknowledgment of 
appreciation for the reception tendered 
him.

Morristown, N. J., Oct. 10 (U.P.).— 
The “D. A. R. libel suit’ resulted in a 
legal draw tonight, although the forces 
of liberalism claimed a moral victory 
over protagonists of the “blacklist.” 

A jury in Circuit Court deliberated 
three and one-half hours and returned 
a verdict that neither Mrs. Helen 
Brumley Baldwin, Boonton D. A. R. 
member, nor the Rev. William H. 
Bridge, her liberal opponent, had cause 
for action. 

Mrs. Baldwin sued the minister for 
%5,000, charging he accused her of 
“lying implications” In a letter to the 
Boonton Times. He replied with a 
counter suit for $5,000, asserting that 
she previously had accusec him in the 
newspaper of “playing the communist 
game” when he invited Lucia Ames 
Meade, a pacifist on the “blacklist,” to 
speak in hts church. 

A parade of noted liberals trooped 
through the witness box, including the 
Rev. John Haynes Holmes, Oswald Gar- 
rison Villard, Robert M. Lovett and 
Miss Meade, while Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise and Jane Addams were represent- 
ed by depositions. All of these had 
been accused by Mrs, Baldwin of “play- 
ing the communist game” and their 
indication seemed to puzzle some of 
the jurors. 

They seemed to welcome Mrs. Bald- 
win’s own appearance under oath, dur- 
ing which she testified that she had 
been snubbed by some of her neighbors 
and had developed kidney trouble as 
a result of being accused of a “lying 
implication.”

Weather conditions for the take-off 
frem Old Orchard early this morning 
will be ideal, the weather bureau said. 
and indications are that fine weather 
and favorable winds will prevail as far 
east as 1,800 miles off the coast. 

Gentle northeast winds at the sur- 
face and moderate to fresh northwest 
winds in the upper air stratas are pre- 
dicted for the Old Orchard area to- 
day. Off the coast the weather will 
be partly overcast, but there will be 
little danger of fog, the Weather Bu- 
reau said. 

Surface winds off the coast will be 
moderate northwest or favorable for a 
Rome flight, for about 900 miles. About 
1.800 miles eastward the plane will en- 
counter still more favorable winds. 

There is little possibility the plane 
would encounter sleet at this time of 
the year unless it seeks very high alti- 
tudes, the Weather Bureau said. 

Weather Bureau officials who handled 
Levine’s request for weather reports, 
said they gathered the fliers plannéd 
to follow the great circle route which 
brought Col. Charles A. Lindbergh to 
Paris and fame.

Scores Silence of Hoover. 


Chicago, Oct. 10 (United Press) .— 
Gov. Alfred E. Smith’s Catholicism 
“would no more affect the discharge of 


duties as President than 
would Herbert Hoover’s Quakerism or 
my Episcopalianism,” Gov. Albert C. 
Ritchie of Maryland declared here to- 
day in addressing a Democratic mass 
meeting. 

Religious freedom and _ prohibition 
are the two fundamental questions on 
which the American people are dividing, 
the speaker said. Gov. Smith's fight 
against religious intolerance, Ritchie 
said, is a battle “for one of the most 
fundamental principles of our whole 
American policy. 

“If the American voter will think 
this out he will realize that on this 
issue of anti-Catholicism alone, Smith 
is fighting an historic battle and that 
defeat would be a national disaster. 
Hoover knows this, but, of course, as 
usual, he is silent, believing that 
Silence means votes. 

“Catholics, since the founding of the 
Nation, have occupied office after of- 
fice from the Chief Justiceship of the 
Supreme Court down. Every office ex- 
cept President. They have fought as 
Americans and not as Catholics in 
every one of our wars, including those 
against Catholic nations; and side by 
side with Protestants they have fought 
the good tight in every national en- 


deavor. 
“And there is not a particle of evi- | 
dence that their church was not 100) 


per cent American, 100 per cent loyal 
and 100 per cent free from political 
aspirations for power. Can any fair 
and intelligent man, no matter if he 
dislikes the Catholic regligion, shut his 
eyes to this record of the past?” 

The governor said he served three 
consecutive terms as chief executive of 
Maryland and prior to that as attor-

New York, Oct. 10.—A $100,000 suit, 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Barnett, of The 
Bronx, charging Dr. Arnold Spurmdorf 
of Manhattan with leaving in her ab- 
cdomen a surgical needle he used in op- 
erating on her in 1906. was dismissed 
today by Supreme Court Justice 
Schmuck on a technicality. 

In dismissing the suit on the ground 
that the statute of ‘imitations applied 
to the bringing of the action. Justice 
Schmuck expresed the opinion that the 
law affecting the case was unjust and 
inequitable, and gave it as his belief 
that if Mrs. Barnett appealed to a high- 
er court a ruling in her favor would 
result. Her counsel announceo that an 
appeal would be taken 

The needle, a curved piece of metal 
an inch and a half long, was produced 
in court as an exhibit. According to 
Mrs. Barnett’s complaint the instru- 
ment was left in her abdomen when she 
was sewed up by Dr. Spurmdorf after 
an operation. 

For nineteen years, she said, she was 
unaware of the needle’s presence in her 
hody, but in March, 1925, it made itself 
evident. On April 17, 1925, after X-rays 
had proved the presence of the instru- 
ment, she underwent another operation 
and the needle was removed.

REFORM OF THE LAW.

mile ice barrier and be riding in the open 
stretches of the Ross Sea, approximately 1,000 
miles from the pole. 

The great adventure in which all America 
has personal interest is underway. What will 
Byrd and his intrepid companions undergo ere 
they return to civilization? Hardship lies 
ahead, and deadly danger, but there is the 
prospective joy of great accomplishment to 
buoy them up.

VOCAL PICTURE PRODUCTION. 
Following the report that the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, Keith-Albee Orpheum 
and the F. B. O. Pictures Corporation 
considering a merger to exploit vocal movies, 
there announced a combination involving 
Warner Brothers Pictures, Inc., the Vitaphone 
Corporation, the Stanley Co.

The answer to the question as to the future 
of ‘‘talkies’’ is indicated by these mergers.

A RIVER PLAYS A_ TRICK. 


Soundaries of States can not be left to the 
“sport of elements and the play of floods.”’ 
The Mississippi River has occasioned enough 
flood trouble, without pouring discord into the 
old boundary dispute between Mississippi and 
Louisiana. Subsequent to 1824, when the 
boundary between these two States was agreed 
upon, certain accretions of land have resulted 
from alterations of the current of the river, 
so that the history of its meanderings has be- 
come,germane in a contention now before the 
United States Supreme Court. 

When a stream is agreed upon as a boun- 
dary, and that stream under flood influences 
and all that makes up “avulsion’’ changes 
land areas, the conditions under which “land 
has been borne away from one estate to an 
estate of another’’ often form a problem diffi- 
cult to solve. 

The question has been referred to a master 
by the Supreme Court, whether a boundary 
line fixed at the center of a stream follows 
alterations of channel] or whether the boundary 
remains as the center of the old channel, aban- 
doned by the stream and largely filled up 
through silt and erosion. Is a boundary a 
fixed or a movable frontier? It is of the 
class of puzzles in which was included the defi- 
nition of Lord Baltimore’s colony, in the dis- 
pute that arose with Delaware. Described as 
the land within the boundaries named “not 
inhabited save by the barbarous people called 
Indians.” The joker was the meaning of the 
word “inhabited.” In the present case the 
question is, What was meant in 1824 by the 
center of the Mississippi River? Upon this 
hinges sovereignty of one or the other State 
over miles of territory created by flood. 


LABORITES IN BRITAIN. 


Approaching the general election in Great 
Britain, the Labor party, at present numeri- 
cally second only to the conservatives in the 
House of Commons and much stronger there 


than the Liberals, finds itself torn by internal ’ 


dissensions and occupied in the uncongerial 
task of putting its own house in order. Even 
the pamphlet, entitled ‘‘Labor and the Nation,” 
which is meant as a profession of party policy 
and as translating into workable terms the 
instruction given at the last conference to 
prepare a statement, ‘‘which would constitute 
a program of legislation and administrative 
action for a labor government,’’ was, it de- 
velops, not approved unanimously, but by a 
majority of the national executive. 

During the year it was found necessary to 
expel from the ranks certain disruptive ele- 
ments. Thus, the Edgbaston and Moseley ‘livi- 
sional Labor parties at Birmingham and the 
Kelvingrove divisional party at Glasgow were 


disafiliated, not without antecedent heart-. 
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burnings and a strong residuum of discontent 
and bad feeling after the fact. The new 
standard of party loyalty laid down by the 
executive is, very properly, extremely strict, 
in accordance with the well-known adage that 
every house divided against itself will fall. 
Only those prepared to advocate the principles 
and policy of the Labor party, says the execu- 
tive, should be engaged as speakers at public 
meetings. If this test were unflinchingly en- 
forced, it would exclude Messrs. Maxton and 
Cook and those members of the Independent 
Labor Party who follow their lead. There is 
no doubt that the riddance would be a good 
one, 

The alliance of the cooperative party and 
the Labor party, which is now an accomplished 
fact, may, and probably will, bring a new ac- 
cession of strength to the latter, at least for 
a while. Whether it will endure time alone 
can tell, but there are, naturally enough, many 
points of divergence, some of which may ulti- 
mately lead to a schism. 

The income of the British Labor party from 
all sources during 1927 was £55,708, a suffi- 
ciently exiguous amount when one remembers 
the many activities to which it has to be ap- 
plied. It must have been a cause of real regret 
to the executive that its financial ditficulties 
prevented it from entertaining a proposal to 
establish a national organization for the 
League of Youth. Among the young, if any- 
where. the future support of the British Labor 
party will have to be found.

AMERICAN ART. 


Under the sponsorship of the American Art 
Dealers’ Association there has been established 
a register of paintings by American artists— 
a sort of Domesday book of American art— 
with the idea in mind of enabling this gen- 
eration and those to come to distinguish be- 
tween the genuine and the fake. Ultimately 
it is planned to expand the register to include 
the work of European artists. The procedure 
will be simple; a work of an American artist 
is submitted to the organization for considera- 
tion by a committee of experts, and when they 
are satisfied that it is genuine, they will issuc a 
certificate to that effect and place on file a 
photograph and description of the work. 

The registry of American art was suggested 
because of the recent increase in art apprecia- 
tion. Not many years ago famous paintings 
were purchased by a few educated in matters 
artistic. Today, however, wealth has increased 
to a point where thousands can and do buy 
famous paintings, and today’s purchaser is not 
an expert. Frequently he is fooled; the sale 
of fraudulent paintings has reached consid- 
erable proportions.

LIFE AND DEATH. 


The story of Meiko Petrovich should 
make interesting reading for the oppo- 
nents of capital punishment in this 
State. As long as he lived in Pennsyl- 
vania Meiko refrained from killing his 
wife because there “it means your 
neck.” After moving to Detroit he car- 
ried out his murderous intention be- 
cause here “it means only 15 years.” 
That was the way he looked at it, says 
the Detroit Free Press.. A jury found 
him guilty of first-degree murder. When 
he sentenced Meiko, Judge Van Zile is 
reported to have remarked that it 1s 
“very unusual” to find a slayer who has 
coolly calculated in advance the 
amount of punishment he will receive. 

What is unusual is to find a slayer 
on whom such calculation can be so 
definitely pinned as it was on Meiko 
Petrovich by the testimony of his own 
children; or on Isaac Sawtelle, who 
planned to drive his brother over the 
New Hampshire line into Maine before 
murdering him but lost his bearings, 
shot him in New Hampshire and was 
hanged for the crime. Where slayings 
result from passion there is no time 
for the slayer to calculate consequences; 
but there can be no doubt that in pre- 
meditated killings, an ordinarily intelli- 
gent person will be consciously or un- 
consciously influenced by the chances 
he runs of paying for his crime with 
his own life, Otherwise, what reason 
for there being more Canadian felons in 
the United States than in all the peni- 
tentiaries of the Dominion put to- 
gether? 

The fear of capital punishment, 
which deterred Meiko Petrovich from 
murdering his wife in Pennsylvania, 
would have followed him into Michigan 
if the penalty for murder in this State 
had been death: and she might have 
been alive today. As it is, she is dead 
and her husband is a charge on the 
taxpayers for the rest of his days. What 
applies to Meiko Petrovich applies with 
equal force to other criminals and po- 
tential criminals. They will feel freer 
to rob and slay in Michigan. as long as

BEFORE LUTHERANS 


Pleas Made at Convention in 
Erie, Pa., for a Really United 
Denomination. 


HOME HERE MAY GET AID 


Erie, Pa. Oct. 10 (A.P.).—A new 
budget for the years 1930-31 providing 
for the distribution each year of $2,- 
400,000, together with a new system of 
receiving contributions from the 24 
synods and ministeria on a basis of 
communicant membership, was sub- 
mitted to the biennial convention of 
the United Lutheran Church of Amer- 
ica here today. The budget, drawn up 
by the executive board, awaits approval 
of the convention. 

An appeal for a “really united Luth- 
eran Church in this country,” which it 
Was said would eliminate the handi- 
cap imposed by the present division 
of Luterans into what seems to others 
@s 21 different sects, was made in an 
address tonight by Dr. M. G. G. Scherer, 
of the synod of South Carolina, sec- 
retary of the church. He said it was 
& goal to be desired and possible of at- 
tainment. 

The United Lutheran Church in 
America comprises about one-third of 
all the Lutherans in the United States 
and Canada, it was pointed out, but 
there remain separated from that body 
some 2,500,000 members of other 
Lutehran bodies who have not ac- 
cepted the invitation extended for ten 
years to asosciate themselves with the 
United Lutheran Church. 


Sees Division Harmful. 


“Our divisions,” Dr. Scherer said, 
brings shame upon us. They make us 
@ by-word throughout the Nation. 
These divisions are something really 
to be ashamed of, and they constitute 
perhaps the chief reason why so many 
of our people confess to being Luth- 
erans with some sense of shame, where- 
as there is no church that has a title 
to greater glory.” 

John L. Zimmerman, of Springfield, 
Ohio, also a speaker tonight, detailed 
the progress of the church in the past 
ten years, or since organization of the 
United Lutheran Church and declared 
that “with our petty jealousies as small 
Lutheran bodies a thing of the past, we 
stand today a merged body, no longer 
needing to apologize for being Pro- 
testants.” 

“We stand forth among the most ad- 
vanced religious thinkers of the world, 
as a church body with a positive and 
distinctive idea of what constitutes a 
Christian,” because the “old lines 
which divided us are obliterated,” the 
speaker said. Mr. Zimmerman said the 
confirmed membership of the United 
Lutheran Church had increased in the 
past decade. The executive board, in 
apportioning the budget, set aside the 
largest amount, $912,000, for American 
missions. The figure for foreign mis- 
sions was $720,000 and that for minis- 
terial relief $282,000. Education was 
awarded $21,000, and lesser amounts 
were stipulated for inner missions, 
deaconess work and various homes and 
councils. 

Aid for Home Here Asked. 

An effort to shift from the board of 
@€ducation to the Lutheran synods a 
part of the expenditures now made in 
support of numerous Lutheran educa- 
tional institutions also was indicated 
by the report of the executive board. 
A somewhat similar move to induce the 
constituent synods to support the 
Lutheran Home for the Aged at Wash- 
ington, D. C., was said to be in 
progress. 

Licensing of wunordained ministers 
will not be prohibited by the Church, 
it was decided at the afternoon session 
by the close vote of 213 to 210. The 
vote was taken after a heated debate. 

A revised report in regard to retired 
ministers requiring all such men to be 
connected with some Luthean church 
and to obtain the consent of the pas- 
tor of that church before taking part 
in any church ceremonial or perform- 
ing marriages or serving at funerals, 
also was adopted. 

The executive committee heard a re- 
quest from the newly organized 
Florida synod for permission to be en- 
rolled as the thirty-fifth constituent 
synod of the church. Dr. B. D. Wes- 
singer, of Lakeland, Fla., will be the 
president of the new synod, which was 
said by church officials to be a move 
to take care of wealthy members of 
the church who have moved into 
Florida in the past few years to make 
their homes. 


Officer of Burned 


Jail Faces Charge 


Warrant Charges Drunken- 
ness by Official Two Days 
Before 17 Perished. 


Logan, Ohio, Oct. 10 (A.P.).—Warrant 
for the arrest on a charge of drunken- 
mess here last Saturday night, was 
issued today for H. C. Blosser, deputy 
warden in charge of the Junction City 
convict-operated brick plant, where 
from 17 to 20 convicts were burned to 
death when the dormitory at the plant 
was burned early Monday. 

The warrant was issued by Mayor 
J. P. Rochester, of this city, on a 
complaint filed by Night Patrolman 
John Dicken, who claims that Blosser 
was intoxicated on the streets here. 

The patrolman took him into custody 
at that time but Blosser was released, 
it is alleged, on his promise to re- 
turn later for questioning. Blosser did 
not return and the warrant was issued. 


Mrs. Leland Loses 
Bank Stock: Suit 


Claim of Former Baroness 
Against Husband’s Estate 


Dismissed by Court. 

Detroit, Oct. 10 (A.P.).—The suit 
of Mrs. Hedessa Leland, formerly the 
Baroness Von Daum, of Russia, against 
the estate of her husband, Frank O. Le- 
land, Detroit banker, to obtain bank 
stock worth $140,000, was dismissed to- 
day by Circuit Judge Theodore J. Rich- 
ter. The court held that Mrs. Leland’s 
case was “totally lacking in equity.” 

Under the court’s decision, the bank 
stock goes to Mrs. Katherine Worrell, 
Leland’s daughter by a previous mar- 
riage, to be held in trust for her three 
children. 

Mrs. Leland, who was married to tne 
Detroit banker in 1917 when she was 
20 and he was 56 years old, contended 
in her suit that Leland had promised 
her that because of “an act of indis- 
cretion,” she said he committed several 
years ago, he would leave her his en- 
tire estate if she would return to him. 
He made such a will, she said, but it 
disappeared

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KELLOGG DEFENDS 
CAREER DIPLOMATS 


Agreement to Retain Posts 
After March Not Reported 
to Secretary. 


PERSONNEL GIVEN PRAISE 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 


Secretary of State Kellogg yesterday 
went tu the defense of the career men 
in the Nation’s foreign service who have 
been appointed ambassadors or minis- 
ters by President Coolidge. The Sec- 
retary feels that it is unfair and un- 
just to assume that these diplomats 
have any intention of entering into 
an agreement among themselves to 
withhold their resignations at the end 
of the present administration. No such 
intention has ever been communicated 
to him, directly or indirectly, Secretary 
Kellogg stated. 

The Secretary’s. position was made 
clear at the State Department yester- 
day as a result of various reports in 
the morning newspapers emphasizing 
the fact that President Coolidge would 
not approve of any plan whereby Amer- 
ican diplomats sought to create a self- 
perpetuating body in the foreign serv- 
ice by withholding their resignations 
On March 4 next. 

It is customary for all American 
Ambassadors and Ministers to tender 
their resignations at the end of each 
administration, and the President made 
it clear that he expects that custom to 
be followed. 

There wes nothing in the informa- 
tion from the White House which re- 
flected on the caliber of the men now 
holding ranking positions in the Amer- 
ican foreign service, and it was like- 
wise explained on Friday that Mr. Cool- 
idge had no knowledge of any proposed 
change in this custom, excepting such 
knowledge as had come to the Presi- 
dent from unofficial reports that such 
& procedure was under consideration 
by certain individual diplomats. 


Not Aimed 


The White House references to a self- 
perpetuating body of diplomats was 
not aimed at the present personnel 
of the service, but was presumably de- 
signed to tendencies along this line 
which in the past have come to the 
President’s notice 

Mr. Coolidge and Secretary Kellogg 
are in agreement as to the advantage 
which the foreign service of the United 
States derives from having trained and 
efficient men rewarded by promotion 
and enabled to attain the rank of am- 
bassador or minister. 

Mr. Kellogg believes that this sys- 
tem tends to produce efficient men of 
experience for ranking posts, and he 
believes that there has been no finer 
body of men in the service than those 
appointed by President Coolidge to the 
higher posts. 

Presumably, for this reason, the Sec- 
retary would deeply regret any false 
impression being convey ed to the coun- 
try with respect to prospective activi- 
ties of these diplomats.

Some Remained at Posts. 


Inquiry in State Department circles 
indicates several of the career men 
have been uncertain in their own 
minds as to whether ‘Jhey should or 
should not resign in March and have 
made inquiries as to whether their 
status as career men permitted them 
to dispense with the customary resig- 
nations. 

It has been currently reported that 
certain American ambassadors and 
ministers dispensed with the formality 
of resigning at the end of the first 
Coolidge administration and have re- 
mained at their posts ever since. 

These reports added to the uncer- 
tainty as to the proper procedure for 
career men to follow.

The courts are having their troubles 
in dealing with traffic accidents due to 
drunks. The rule of the law is that 
every man is an expert on drunken- 
hess. A man is drunk if he has lost 
his faculties or if his locomotion is in- 
terfered with. These are called the 
clinical signs of drunkenness. To make 
the problem of the court more difficult 
the law makes every man a clinician of 


expertness ald experience on these two 
difficult and important questions. 


To begin with, the officer who makes 
the arrest testifies that the man was 
drunk. He smelled liquor on the de- 
fendant’s breath, he was thick-tonguea 
and staggered somewhat, and his face 
was flushed. The British courts, 1nd 
perhaps the American, are very much 
disposed to think the policeman’s opin- 
ion the most expert of all. However, 
he never testifies untll the morning 
after, and sometimes not for several 
days. Meanwhile the man has sobered 
up. He takes the stand and testifies 
that he was not drunk. He Is followed 
by other experts who testify to the 
same effect. ‘The volume of testimony 
before the court is in favor of the 


defendant. What can the court do?

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essential measures that thust be taken 
to preserve true contours in these parts. 

First, I would remind these many 
readers that muscles that sag are 
usually the result of physical or dietry 
negligence, often both. 

On the physical side, there must be, 
to maintain tone in muscle and tissue, 
regular out-door exercise each day, a set 
of exercises for morning and evening 
and eight or nine hours of unbroken. 
rejuvenating sleep each night, 

On the diet side, habits of eating 
must be cultivated that insure plain, 
nourishing food, with heavy emphasis 
on fresh fruits and vegetables, greens 
and whole-grain products. Foods that 
build useless fat must be avoided. Rich 
eravies, sweets and desserts should be 
omitted altogether. Meats should be 
eaten sparingly. All fried and greasy 
foods should be avoided. When I say 
“habits of eating,” I mean just that. 
Eating should not be an effort. Habits 
can be formed that make proper foods 
the enjoyable ones, improper foods the 
distasteful ones. 

As to the night and morning exer- 
cises, I recommend the following. 

For the double chin: 

1. Count one, turn the head as far 
as you cau to the right. Count two, 
return it to the original position. Count 
three, turn head to the left. Count 
four, front position. Repeat twenty 
times, always keeping the head erect, 
chin in. 

2. Stretch the chin forward and bend 
the head backward until you feel the 
stretch of the muscles under the chin. 
Repeat from ten to fifteen times. 


For the flabby abdomen: 

1. Sit on the floor and stretch the 
legs widely apart. Relax and roll the 
body forward from the hips, sliding 
outstretched hands forward on the 
floor. 

2. Lie on your back with arms at 
sides. Place a heavy object, such as a 
large book, on the abdomen and lift it 
as high as you cen by pushing up with 
the abdominal muscles. Work up to 
twenty times. 

3. Stand erect and with arms at sides, 
bend first to the right, then to the left, 
‘ten times each way.

Gallinger After Complaint 
of Threats. 


Apparent jealousy of Wesley Eddy’s 
popularity prompted Aubrey Miller, an 
auditor of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, to threaten the diminutive master 
of ceremonies of Loew's Palace Theater, 
testimony at Miller’s trial in Police 
Court yesterday revealed.

tled him. Asked why his wife’s praise 
of Eddy’s ability so affected him, Miller 
replied: 
“Oh, I don’t know. It just did. You 
know how those things get you.” 
The dapper master of ceremonies de- 
clared that he was worried and annoyed 
as the result of the repeated shadowing 
by Miller. Eddy declared that Miller 
called him on the telephone on several 
occasions, once at 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. In response to one of these calls, 
Eddy and his wife, Mrs. Mildred Eddy, 
visited the Millers and when leaving 
Miller’s home, Eddy testified, a threat 
to throw acid in his face was made by 
Miller. 
Eddy traced the trouble back to Au- 
gust. He said that Miller followed him 
from the theater to his garage. When 
he demanded of Miller what he wanted 
Miller departed with the threat, “I'll 
get you tomorrow,” placing his hand 
suspiciously in his coat the while, Eddy 
declared. At the outset of the trouble 
Eddy had Miller taken in custody at 
the First Precinct, but he was released 
when Eddy gained a satisfactory ex- 
planation. 
Mrs. Eddy told of the telephone calls 
made by Miller and of the visit to the 
Miller home. Detective Frank Varney, 
of headquarters, who arrested Miller on 
a warrant Tuesday night, declared he 
found Miller in the kitchen of his home, 
pajama clad, and that his wife com- 
plained of Miller’s drinking. 
On the witness stand Miller appeared 
“shaky” and admitted having taken 
several drinks.

Lieuts. McDowell and More- 
house and Machinist’s 


Mate Are Cited. 


Three awards for bravery, 
Lieut. Percival E. McDowell, son of 
Capt. Willis McDowell, of the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard, were announced at 
the Navy Department yesterday. 

Lieut. McDowell and Lieut. Albert K. 
Morehouse were given special letters of 
commendation from Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur and recommended to the 
Treasury Department for silver life- 
saving medals. Award of a medal of 
honor to Machinist’s Mate First Class 
William R. Huber also was approved 
by the Secretary. 

Lieut. McDowell, who is attached to 
the U. S. S. Lexington, was com- 
mended for rescue of a civilian at Long 
Beach, Calif. He was on the Pine 
Avenue Pier when he saw a man cling- 
ing to a pile. Lieut, McDowell suc- 
ceeded in rescuing the man in spite of 
extraordinary dangers in entering 
water under the pier at night. The 
end of the pier where the incident oc- 
curred is just outside the breakers and 
the swell surges heavily there, making 
it very dangerous even in daylight for 
a strong swimmer. 

The citation letter to Lieut. McDow- 
ell, a graduate of the Naval Academy 
class of 1923, states:

“The department commends you for 


your quick thinking and cool-headed 
conduct in the face of grave danger 
to your own personal safety in going 
to the rescue of this man. Such con- 
duct on your part is in keeping with 
the highest traditions of the service.” 

Morehouse, attached to the 
naval air station at Pensacola, Fla., is 
commended for going to the rescue of 
personnel of a plane which crashed 
while taking off from the airplane car- 
rier Langley about 33 miles south of 
Oahu, Hawali, May 21.

Immediately on becoming aware of 
the accident, Huber, without regard to 
his safety, entered the steam-filled fire 
room and carried Yard Machinist 
Charles H. Bryan .to safety. 

Although receiving dangerous burns 
on the arms and back, he again de- 
scended to the fire room to give further 
aid, and his conduct was regarded far 
above the call of duty. Huber’s home 
is in Harrisburg, Pa.
